| George Fox and his followers began with much preaching; often- 
mes two or three hours for a single sermon. In many places the.

1eir hands and shed tears, tears of joy. They experienced spiritual 
arills. They had been seekers and now they had found! They had 
nocked and the great store house had been opened to them!

‘When the carpenters began to raze that building, my father, 
irvey Osborn, walked the floor and ran his brownish, drawn 
f.czers through his gray hair; it seemed that every noise hurt 
n as he said, “‘Well, they are tearing the old church down to-day.” 
ihe above description was written from the memories of Isaac 
411 Bartlett Morris. 

iThe following is information about the old meetings, by Isaac 
brris, quote, “When there were questions in their business meet- 
iss which they could not decide, messengers were sent to the other 
eting with the problem: I have seen these messengers come in 
uny times. 

“The outstanding ministers of the old meetings were Martha 
Wlson of Blue River, Enoch Gillum and Sarah Thompson. Martha 
Json had a good voice and was fine. Enoch Gillum preached some 
q:practically every gathering. He was very faithful. Sarah Thomp- 
$1 was also good and faithful. 
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“The memories of these services often come to me in my medkt‘ 
tation—many silver gray heads bowed in silence before God. In 
hope to ever have these vivid pictures in my memory. Their pig 
nceer spirit is a splendid background for the citizenship of our geny 
eration. Their name was as good as their bond; they practi 
what they preached; and may never anything be said to lessen myn

“One time right out in a silent meeting, Uncle Jehu Bundy sales 
a song. This had never occurred before, and some of the youngsters 
were amused. Uncle Jehu said, ‘Why, I have forgotten more about 
singing than the most of you know.’ .

“Out of the meetings of Log Creek and Beech Grove came sey 
eral preachers: James Jones, Thomas Atkinson, Edmund Hill, Hom 
er Hill and myself. I would not have the memories of these ol 
meetings leave me; and someday when the veil is pushed aside, i ei, 
shall again see them face to face. q 
“Thre was a number of emigrants who came here at one tim | 
from North Carolina. Nathan Farlow, my father-in-law, was o A 
of them. The 
“He lived on the corner, west of Beech Grove, where Martha At ia 
kinson now owns. Nathan was the last one of that group to pass 01 if 
to the other world. jj 
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_|'At the home of Joseph Weeks, the night that Billy Weeks was 
‘bin, May 31, 1813, there were two men, Joseph Weeks and Joseph 
Firlow, who sat in the door all night with loaded guns, watching 
Ty Indians. Some of the Indians who were near were on the war- 
prh, but everything turned out all right. The other settlers had all 
ge to Lick Creek to meeting that night.”
